Tuesday evening, despite a starlit 
sky and a bright moon, the mercury 
dropped to 55 degrees from a high 
of 91 Tuesday afternoon. 
However this morning the heat 
wave soared over the county like 
a blanket and soon the temperature 
started rising. 
At nine o'clock it 
had hit 84 degrees and at one 
o'clock this afternoon Doctor Frast 
reported that the reading was 94 
, degrees with every indication that 
I Hie mercury would h it 95. 
Adams county, according to or­ 
chardists and farmers, is not suf- 
i fering from lack of rain. 
Approxi­ 
mately two inches of rain fell so far 
J this month, leaving crops in fairly 
good shape. 
Peaches are reported to be in 
“very good” condition and the apple 
crop is expected to be “fine.” There 
will be some loss through the locust 
infestation. 
Some orchards were 
hard hit by the pests while others 
apparently escaped serious damage. 
The locusts are Just about over. 
The cherry crop will not be as | 
la’ge as last year, observers report.

Rules on 3-Day 
Marriage Law 


Attorney General Charles J. 
Murgiotti ruled that the day 
on which marriage licenses 
are applied for shall not count 
as one of the three days which 
Pennsylvania's new law re­ 
quires to elapse before licenses 
to 
wed 
are 
granted. 
The 
opinion was requested by Sec­ 
retary of Health Edith Mue- 
Bride-Dexter. 
The attorney general quoted 
an act of 1883 which provides 
that where a lixed lapse of 
time is provided by law “such 
time Iii all cases shall lie so 
computed as to exclude tile 
first and include the last days 
of any such prescribed or fixed 
period.” 
The opinion states that the 
intervention 
of 
Sunday 
or 
holidays shall have no effect 
upon 
this three-day 
period 
unless the third day falls on a 
Sunday 
or 
a 
holiday, 
“hi 
winch case, as Is provided in 
the act of 
1883, such day 
should be omitted from tile 
computation”

Late Flashes 
RELIEF ISSUE 
NEARING END 


Senate Decides to Remain in 
Session Until Friday 
Morning. 


Harrisburg, July 8 (AP)—Reports 
of au impending solution, at least a 
temporary one, 
in 
Pennsylvania’s 
unemployment relief dllema, were 
circulated today as the senate de­ 
cided to remain in 
session 
until 
after 12:01 a. rn. Friday. 
Republican 
leaders 
said 
the 
Thursday midnight session would 
permit final action on the corporate 
net income and the personal property 
taxes which came out of committee 
today and other revenue proposals, 
as well as a house proposal to bor­ 
row relief money on notes on ex­ 
pected revenues. Three legislative 
days must elapse before a bill can 
come up for a final vote. 
The bills would yield $30,000,000 
for the unemployed. They call for 
an increase of two mills in the state 
personal property tax to provide 
$24,000,000 and an increase of from 
6 to 8 per cent in the corporate net 
income tax. 
The measures sponsored by the 
Earle administration were brought 
out a few minutes after the senate 
met. 
Governor Earle reiterated today 
that he must have $55,000,000 for 
relief. The republicans in tile senate 
have refused to grant more than 
35 million. 
The state is without 
funds for tile unemployed this week. 
The administration had asked for 
an increase of 6 to IO per cent in 
the corporate net income tax and a 
three mill boost in tile personal 
property levy. 
The corporate net 
income tax as passed by the demo­ 
cratic house was estimated to pro­ 
vide $10,150,000 and the personal 
property tax $40,000,000. 
So far the legislature has passed 
only one tax bill, the ten per cent 
levy on liquor to yield $7,500,000.

enacted in 
almost 
every 
home 
and indeed 
almost 
every life. 
Too busy to live. 
No 
time for this or that. Just a con­ 
stant rush, and in the end the in­ 
evitable wreckage of human hopes 
end dreams. 
“Haste brings havoc. 
It causes 
buildings to fall, churches to split, 
and cannon to roar their death-deal­ 
ing salvo. But it attacks more than 
things and organizations. Its chief 
prey is self. 
Lives become unset­ 
tled and restless. 
The human be­ 
ing becomes a thing of pity. Laugh­ 
ter is crushed, the bloom of life 
fades from the cheek, lines of care 
steal across the brow, shoulders be­ 
come stooped, and personality dies.

“We need a common sense con­ 
cept of things. Just because things 
are different Is no reason to believe 
they are wrong. 
Certainly not all 
has been progress. There has been 
some slipping back and some dodg­ 
ing of issues. Grandmother has al­ 
ways been too critical of her grand­ 
daughter. 
Yearning for the ‘good 
old times’ is a pretty general cry. but 
based for the most upon a feeble 
memory. 
We are even told the 
weather isn’t the same. 
Its either 
hotter or colder or perhaps Its drier. 
In the winter assuredly the snows 
aren’t so deep or the temperature 
so cold! 
This evaluation of the 
past is a peculiar thing. ‘ Some 
things are enhanced others are sad­ 
ly under-rated. 
“We are constantly reminded of 
the decadence of the church, and 
usually by those who never enter its 
sacred portals or who find its lofty 
ideals 
incompatible 
with 
their 
dwarfed intelligence, and picayune 
selves! 
Tile big man has time for 
church, yes church! 
Let big heads 
rant about the difference between 
the church, religion and Christian­ 
ity. There are a lot of theory bloat­ 
ed fools running amuck in society. 
Long after they land in Ute hottest 
part of hell the church, 
will tri­ 
umphantly carry on for Christ. 
“Don’t be disturbed by the fog 
horns which blow at brightest noon­ 
day or the ‘calamity Janes’ who con­ 
stantly picture the worst passible, 
In your patience possess ye your 
souls ’ Give the best in life and es­ 
pecially in your life a chance. If it 
requires a thousand years to pro­ 
duce the stalwart oak why should we 
despair when we cannot always com­ 
mand tile immediate 
Impatience 
has rendered untold numbers nerv­ 
ous wrecks. Take time to live and 
find God and be with Him.

BRITAIN FACES 
STRIKE THREAT 
OF MANY CLERKS 


Walk-Outs’ “Stay-In" 
Dispute Would Seri­ 
ously Hamper Re­ 
armament Plans. 


London, July 8 (AP)—Paced by a 
threat of a “stay-in” strike of 16,000 
civil servants, Neville Chamberlain, 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, bluntly 
served notice Monday night that 
clerks who laid down their pens 
would be dismissed instantly. 
A strike of the clerks, who are de­ 
manding more pay, would seriously 
hold up Britain’s rearmament pro­ 
gram, among other things. 
“Civil servants are engaged con­ 
scientiously in the discharge of du­ 
ties intrusted to them, and if such 
servant indulges in a strike lie 
renders himself liable to Instant 
dismissal,” the Chancellor declared 
in the House of Commons. 
Willing To Arbitrate 
Meanwhile officials and workers 
have accepted an offer to arbitrate. 
The Civil Servants’ Clerical Asso­ 
ciation. the men’s organization, re­ 
cently consulted Sir William Jowitt, 
noted lawyer, on the legality of such 
strike. 
His reply was said to have been 
‘reassuring.” 
An official of the association said 
there was no “immediate” possi­ 
bility tile Government offices would 
b*1 occupied by strikers, but added: 
There is strong likelihood of a 
strike, however, if the Treasury re­ 
fuses to meet our dem ands”

A strike. 
it was conceded, would play havoc 
with tile programs of these depart­ 
ments and with the work of such 
Government factories as Woolwich 
Arsenal. 
Workers of the three defense de­ 
partments, numbering 
16,000, de­ 
mand equal pay with 45,000 general 
class civil .servants in Whitehall of­ 


fice headquarters and the Postoffice. 
The defense department workers 
assert they do the same type of 
work as the general classes, al­ 
though their maximum pay is $500 
a year less. 
“The trouble has been brewing for 
sixteen years,” officials of the asso­ 
ciation say, “and has now reached a 
head. The rank and file are agi­ 
tating for action. 
“We recently signed an agree­ 
ment with the Government on wage 
scales of the general classes on con­ 
dition the Treasury would negotiate 
on defense department salaries. 
“The 
Treasury 
scuttled 
their 
pledge and told the association to 
take their grievances to the head* 
of the departments. 
“Only the Treasury can fix pay 
scales. 
The departments are pow­ 
erless to do so.” 
Maximum pay for the general 
classes, reached usually at about 
tile age of 45. Is the equivalent of 
$1,750 a year, compared with a max­ 
imum of $1,250 for civil servants in 
the three defense departments.
